Transmittal and Summary 
for the Year 1951-52 to the Members 


of the Cincinnati Museum Association 


The health of.an art museum is, when all is said and done, the health of its 
collections and the year 1951-52 was one of blooming well-being. 673 new 
accessions were recorded by the Registrar. And among them were many 
truly notable additions. Of the twenty-four sculptures, twenty by purchase, 
two important Egyptian and Assyrian reliefs, four French Gothic sculptures 
and a bronze by the contemporary American Mary Callery, should be 
especially mentioned, together with four Buddhist sculptures, originally 
lent to augment the oriental sculpture hall and, proving necessary to the 
collections, subsequently purchased. The W. T. H. Howe collection of early 
American glass, one of the best now-public groups in the country, with 
special emphasis on Ohio glass, came to the Museum. Choice musical 
instruments from Baroque Italy, a great watercolor by Cezanne, Indian 
and Persian miniatures, fine Dutch and XVIII century French furniture 
rise above a general but life-giving miscellany. 

Thirty-four prints were given to the Print Department which purchased 
fifty-three contemporary color lithographs incidental to its great exhibition, 
the second biennial of contemporary color lithography. It was the chief 
event on the Museum’s exhibition calendar and produced a surprising as 
well as gratifying number of sales, more than a fourth of the entire exhibi- 
tion. Two travelling shows were selected from it for circulation in Europe 
and the United States. Also outstanding among the seventeen showings of 
the exhibition year were the one-man review of paintings and drawings by 
the Academy’s new Dean, Herbert Phillip Barnett, an exhibition of modern 
Italian drawings, and the 16th National Ceramic Exhibition. Counting as 
a major exhibition, though fortunately permanent, was the October opening 
of the five new galleries of Far Eastern art, showing for the first time the 
Museum’s collection of Chinese pottery, three great Chinese paintings, 
exceptional new sculptures. 

More people participated in the Education Department’s classes for 
children and adults, more guided tours were given to more people, and a 
larger total audience was reached outside the Museum in lectures given by 
the staff, membership declined slightly and general attendance increased 











slightly through the year. The Library increased its resources of books, 
periodicals and slides. 

The Academy’s year was one of healthful consolidation and adjustment. 
The faculty was reduced from eighteen to eleven instructors with the com- 
plete recession of veteran registration, while a decrease of nine per cent in 
general enrollment was encouragingly less than the national average. It was 
a transitional year under a new administration and ended with a well- 
studied program of instruction and promotion readied for the ensuing 
academic year. 

Relations with fellow-museums were cordial, works of art being lent to 
seventeen of them in the United States and Canada. National and local 
publicity continued good, though it is in the nature of a public institution 
always to want more. 

Complete redecoration and rearrangement of the painting galleries 
accompanied the completion and installation of the Leyman galleries in the 
remodelled old entrance hall, while the summer months saw reconstruction 
of the sculpture hall, remodelling of the main entrance, the addition of 
two decorative arts galleries and the preparation of the Cary House rooms 
as a wing of local ante-bellum decorative arts, after a lapse of eleven years. 
All this was made possible by a devoted and hard-working staff to whom 
the Director extends his annual and inadequate thanks, while citing their 
services to the members of the Association for grateful recognition.
